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Greenbelt City Council Takes Action 


To Clean Up Year-end Financial Issues 


Although the Greenbelt City 
Council has already passed the 
Fiscal Year 2012 budget, council 
still spent a considerable por- 
tion of its regular meeting on 
Monday, June 20 on the city’s 
finances. 

Refinancing Debt 

An ordinance authorizing the 
city to borrow up to $3.95 mil- 
lion was introduced for second 
reading and adoption. The or- 
dinance [see story in June 16, 
2011, issue] allows the city to 
refinance its debt, most likely 
allowing for faster repayment by 
reducing the interest rate. 

Most councilmembers favored 
the refinancing but Councilmem- 
ber Rodney Roberts, who had 
spoken against it from its first 
reading on June 6, provided the 
sole negative vote on June 20. 
The city, he said, should pay off 
its existing debt instead. 

Columbia Bank has provided a 
loan proposal bearing an interest 
rate of 3.29 percent for 10 years, 
at which time the rate would be 
reset for the final five years of

the loan’s term. The proposal 
also requires the city to maintain 
a “primary depository and cash 
management relationship” with 
the bank. 

Council Objections 

Although council had been 
generally impressed with a pre- 
sentation by Columbia Bank, and 
in April passed a resolution to 
negotiate banking services with 
that firm, several councilmem- 
bers wanted some guarantee that 
the city would not be locked 
into a banking obligation where 
the service turns out to be less 
than anticipated. Councilmem- 
ber Emmett Jordan noted the 
many changes in the banking 
industry so the city could not be 
sure Columbia Bank would not 
be bought by another firm. Nor 
would there be any guarantees 
the local branch would remain 
open for the duration of the loan, 
he added. 

Also of concern was the two 
percent prepayment penalty for 
the first 10 years if more than 
20 percent of the loan balance is 


paid off in one year. City Man- 
ager Michael McLaughlin had 
hopes the loan could be paid off 
before its term, even with those 
restrictions, he said. 

Despite these concerns, coun- 
cilmembers hesitated to delay the 
process, given that the bank’s 
proposal expires on June 30 and 
that interest rates could then go 
up. 
McLaughlin reminded council 
that they could hold a special 
meeting. Council agreed to vote 
on the ordinance allowing the 
loan but to wait for feedback 
from Columbia Bank on possible 
adjustments to the terms of their 
loan agreement before accept- 
ing it. 

Budget Adjustments 

Council then adopted three 
ordinances in accordance with 
the City Charter, allowing supple- 
mental appropriations to cov- 
er expenditures for Fiscal Year 
2011. Allocations to the Gen- 


eral Fund and Replacement Fund

Greenbelt Ventures vs. WMATA 
Lawsuit Is Dismissed by Court 


U.S. Federal District Court 
Judge Alexander Williams has 
dismissed the lawsuit by Green- 
belt Ventures, LLC, (Greenbelt 
Ventures) against the Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit Author- 
ity (WMATA). Judge Williams 
cited WMATA’s qualified im- 
munity from lawsuits as a quasi- 
governmental organization as the 
basis for the dismissal. 

In the lawsuit Greenbelt Ven- 
tures sought to compel WMATA 
to approve its acquisition of a 
majority interest in Metroland 
Developers, LLC, (Metroland) 
thus becoming the substitute de- 
veloper for the Greenbelt Station 
project adjacent to the Green- 
belt Metro Station. Greenbelt 
Ventures is led by Petrie-Ross 
Ventures (developer of Wood- 
more Towne Centre and An- 
napolis Town Centre) backed by 
Prudential Insurance Company 
funding. According to documents 
filed in the lawsuit, approval of 
the substitution was placed on 
the WMATA board of director’s 
agenda for September 25, 2008. 
When the Washington Post re- 
ported that the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI) was investi- 
gating a former Prince George’s 
County Councilmember for im- 
proper involvement on legislation 
connected to the Greenbelt Metro 
project, the item was removed

from the agenda and the WMATA 
board never approved Greenbelt 
Ventures as the substitute devel- 
oper. 

Metroland and Metropark 

The failure of WMATA to 
approve the acquisition of a con- 
trolling interest in Metroland 
by Greenbelt Ventures and the 
court’s dismissal of the law- 
suit seeking to compel approval, 
leaves the original Metroland 
entities in control of future de- 
velopment at the Greenbelt Metro 
station. The Washington Post 
reported on July 5, 2001, that 
Metroland is a partnership of A. 
H. Smith Co. (original owners of 
much of the land); Clark Realty 
(a subsidiary of Clark Construc- 
tion Co.); Petrie, Dierman and 
Kughn (a retail development 
company and, yes, same Petrie 
as in Greenbelt Ventures); and 
Beltway Indian Creek (a minor- 
ity-owned development company 
whose managing partner was Mi- 
chael Arrington but is no longer 
active since its charter was for- 
feited for failure to file a personal 
property tax return in 2007). 

As reported in the March 24, 
2005, issue of the News Review, 
Prince George’s County devel- 
oper Daniel Colton represented 
Metroland in presentations be- 
fore the Greenbelt City Council. 
Colton recently pleaded guilty 


to conspiracy to commit extor- 
tion and to make false statement 
to the Federal Election Com- 
mission. The FBI press release 
announcing the guilty plea says 
that Colton and Patrick Ricker, 
who earlier pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy and tax evasion, of- 
fered bribes to state and local 
officials in exchange for favor- 
able official actions including 
approval of the Greenbelt Sta- 
tion Detailed Site Plan proposed 
by Greenbelt Metropark, LLC 
(Metropark). In the FBI Press 
Release about the Colton plea, 
Colton and Ricker are described 
as having “ownership interests” 
in Metropark. Judge Williams, 
in his Memorandum Opinion dis- 
missing the WMATA lawsuit, de- 
scribes Metroland and Metropark 
as “affiliates,” meaning they share 
common ownership elements. 
Plans for Property 

The original December 2000 
Joint Development Agreement 
between WMATA and Metroland 
for development of the WMA- 
TA-owned land adjacent to the 
Greenbelt Metro station called 
for a minimum of 270 residential 
units, 800,000 square feet of re- 
tail space, 1,000,000 square feet 
of office space and hotel/confer- 
ence space of 195,000 square

Bomb Scare Clears Target 
For Two Hours; No Bomb

A bomb threat led to evacua- 
tion of the Beltway Plaza Target 
on Tuesday, June 14 shortly after 
5 p.m. A person believed to be 
male called the store twice, at 
4:50 p.m. and 4:55 p.m., warning 
that a bomb was in the store and 
set to go off at a certain time. 

According to one confidential 
and unofficial source, when the 
alleged bomber called the store at 
4:50 p.m. he stated the time the 
bomb was to go off; however, the 
time he gave had already passed. 
He called back five minutes later, 
apparently to correct the time. 

Greenbelt Police were called 
and responded immediately. The 
decision to evacuate was made 
by store officials. According to 
Greenbelt Police Special Opera- 
tions Commander Captain Thom- 
as Kemp, “On private property, 
unless there is a credible threat, 
the owner decides if to evacuate.” 

All Clear 
After police searched the store 


and found nothing suspicious 
Target employees were allowed to 
re-enter the store at approximate- 
ly 5:45 p.m. Police instructed 
them to look for anything out 
of place or unusual, since they 
would know these things better 
than someone who does not work 
there. No such concerns were re- 
ported. Approximately two hours 
after the first threat was received 
the store reopened for business. 

“We take every threat very 
seriously,” said Antoine LaFrom- 
boise, spokesperson for Target 
Corporation, based in Minne- 
apolis. “We evacuated guests and 
team members and worked with 
the police.” 

Eyewitness Account 

The Greenbelt News Review 
was alerted to the evacuation by 
Greenbelt resident and Target 
shopper Don Comis. According 
to Comis, he and his wife Helen

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Greenbelt Joins Forest 
Partnership in MOU 


Thursday, June 23 at 10 a.m. 
in a ceremony officiated by May- 
or Judith Davis, new partners in 
the Baltimore Washington Part- 
ners for Forest Stewardship (BW- 
PFS), including Greenbelt, signed 
a Memorandum of Understanding 
(MOU) to join in protection of 
forestland they manage. The 
MOU signature ceremony was 
followed by a tree planting led 
by Lesley Riddle. The event was 
hosted by the City of Greenbelt 
and expands BWPFS contiguous 
managed landscape to nearly 47 
square miles. 

In addition to the City of 
Greenbelt the new partners are 
the University of Maryland, U.S. 
Secret Service, U.S. Forest Ser- 
vice and U.S. Geological Survey, 
whose signing of the MOU was 
witnessed by representatives from 
the existing partners. Those in- 
clude the Maryland Department 
of Natural Resources, Center 
for Chesapeake Communities, 
U.S. Department of Agriculture’s 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center, Fish and Wildlife Patux- 
ent Research Refuge, NASA/God- 
dard and Ft. Meade, who formed 
the partnership in 2006. 

Of the BWPES partners’ col- 
lectively owned and managed 
land, 64 percent is either for- 
ested or wetlands; the partners 
hope to expand the tree canopy 
cover even further. The com- 
bined land is one of the last 
significant tracts of contiguous 
forest land in this highly urban- 
ized region. It contributes to 
clean air and water, prevention 
of soil erosion and flood control, 
biodiversity and recreational and 
educational opportunities for the 
entire region. 

BWPFS continues outreach to 
add partners from other agencies, 
landowners and interested people 
throughout the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington corridor.

Blanche T. van 
Berckel-Ebeling 
Koning of Green- 
belt for over 20 
years, died unex- 
pectedly on May 
25, 2011, while re- 
covering from surgery. 

Born in Rotterdam, The Neth- 
erlands, on January 20, 1928, she 
spent her adult life in the USA, 
receiving degrees from Hunter 
College and Columbia Univer- 
sity. As a rare books librarian, 
Dr. Ebeling-Koning had a long 
career which included jobs at the 
Houghton Library at Harvard, the 
Rare Books & Literary Manu- 
scripts Department at Univer- 
sity of Maryland, the Archives of 
American Art at the Smithsonian

Carter Brown Library at Brown 
University. 

She finished editing her fi- 
nal work, “The History of Bra- 
zil under the Governorship of 
Count Johan Maurits of Nassau, 
1636-1644” just days before her 
surgery. It will be published 
posthumously in September. 

She was predeceased in 1987 
by her husband, Jacob J. Ebeling- 
Koning. 

Surviving her are her step- 
children, Natasha Sigmund and 
Richard of Brooklyn, N.Y., Der- 
ek Ebeling-Koning and Juliann 
of Allison Park, Pa., Gwen EK 
Waddington and Glenn of Shel- 
ter Island, N.Y., and their chil- 
dren Natalie, Oliver and Lillian 
Ebeling-Koning, Citizen Sigmund 
and Morgan Waddington. In 
the Netherlands, she is survived 
by her sisters, Ann Blijdenstein, 
Marthe Ankersmit and sister-in- 
law Mary van Berckel, plus 10 
nieces and nephews.

Dorothy Pyles 

Dorothy Patter- 
son Pyles, 93, died 
of natural causes 
at home, accord- 
ing to her wishes, 
on Friday, June 17, 
2011. She had been Greenbelt’s 
Outstanding Citizen of the Year 
for 1993. 

Dorothy Patterson spent her 
childhood at the edge of the New 
Jersey Palisades across the Hud- 
son River from New York City. 
She was a 1934 graduate of Wee- 
hawken High School, New Jersey. 

In 1948 she married Paul S. 
Pyles of Washington, D.C., and 
they had three children. The 
marriage ended in divorce in 
1963 and Mrs. Pyles raised their 
three children in a Washington, 
D.C., apartment. Her parents 
lived in an apartment there and 
were able to help with the chil- 
dren while she worked. Mrs. Py- 
les was active during these years 
with the local PTAs and was a 
longtime bowler with the FDIC 
Ladies’ Duckpin team. 

Mrs. Pyles worked at several 
federal jobs. She had worked 
for the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation for 25 years, primar- 
ily as an auditor and had one 
year until retirement when she 
moved to Greenbelt. 

In 1979 she was one of the 
first people to move into Green- 
briar. The new residents formed 
a condominium association and a 
central governance structure for 
all the new developments, the 
Greenbelt East Advisory Coalition 
(GEAC). Mrs. Pyles was elected 








as Greenbriar’s representative to 
GEAC and served from the mid- 
80s. She was also treasurer of 
the Greenbriar Community As- 
sociation for 15 years. 

Mrs. Pyles took an active role 
in the beautification of Greenbriar 
Phase III where she lived. Dur- 
ing one spring she personally 
planted some 281 begonia plants 
at its main entrance and had 
helped to establish four other gar- 
dens nearby. Because of this her 
neighbors dedicated a bench at 
Schrom Hills Park in her honor 
with a plaque designating her 
“First Lady of Greenbelt East.” 
A tree at the police station was 
dedicated to her as was the pavil- 
lion at the Greenbriar Community 
Pool. 

With the advent of crime in 
the newer sections of the city, 
Mrs. Pyles began to advocate for 
crime prevention. She created 
one of the first neighborhood 
crime watch organizations in 
Greenbelt, at Greenbriar, ex- 
panded it and then helped other 
neighborhoods that wished to 
start similar efforts. She was 
also an original member of the 
city’s Crime Prevention Commit- 
tee and served on it for several 
years. 

Mrs. Pyles did other volun- 
teer work in the city, working in 
general elections at the Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School polls; the 
New Deal Café; was a volunteer 
driver for the Greenbelt Inter- 
generational Volunteer Exchange

Boosted by a slew of home 
runs and the debut of a first-time 
woman teammate, Greenbelt won 
three games last week to take 
over second place in C Division 
of the Baltimore Beltway Senior 
Softball League. On Monday, 
June 13 they beat the Howard 
Hawks of the B Division, 19-15. 
Playing-manager George Harrison 
hit a two-run homer, Fred Bohle 
had a double and three singles 
in four at-bats and pitcher Phil 
Olson hit safely three times as 
the Greenbelters led all the way. 

On Wednesday, June 15 they 
beat Bowie Bronze 21-3 and 13-3 
with Bohle getting six hits for a 
run of 10 straight. In the first 
game, Willie White slugged two 
tape-measure home runs over the 
left-field fence, one a grand-slam, 
the other with two men on base, 
and added a single. Tommy 
Howe tripled to start the game, 
adding two hits later while Al 
Morton also stroked three hits. 
Clyde Moody and Paul Williams 
split the pitching. 

Pat — Patricia — Gaines, in 
the league’s first known appear- 
ance of a woman, singled in her 
first at-bat, had two hits in three 
at-bats, played a faultless right 
field, pinch-ran and coached third 
base. The second game featured 
a home run and single by Jasper 
Pendergrass and two hits each by 
Tommy Howe — with five straight 
for the day — and Lefty Smith. 
Phil Olson pitched.

were increased by $400,000 each 
and the Special Projects Fund 
received an additional allocation 
of $300,000. 

The city’s undesignated and 
unreserved fund balances will 
be the source of the additional 
monies. Any funds unused at the 
end of the fiscal year will then be 
returned to the source fund. 

Each ordinance was introduced 
for first reading, the rules were 
suspended and each ordinance 
then introduced for second read- 
ing and adoption, since council 
will not meet again before the 
end of the fiscal year. All were 
passed unanimously without dis- 
cussion by a fully represented 
council. 

Although staff calculates the 
city budget will end the year 
with an increase in spending of 
$65,458 over what was originally 
allotted, there will also be sav- 
ings of approximately $200,000 
from reduced expenses in three 
budget areas: Recreation and 
Parks, Planning and Community 
Development and Non-depart- 
mental. 

The additional allocation to 
the General Fund is required to 
cover higher deferred compensa- 
tion costs than had been antici- 
pated for in the FY11 budget. 

Additional allocations are nec- 
essary for the other two funds 
because items in the 2010 bud- 
get had not been executed until 
FY 11. 

Trash Fees 

Council introduced for first 
reading a resolution increasing 
refuse and recycling charges for 
city residents. According to the 
City Charter, this resolution is re- 
quired to establish fees adopted 
in the FY12 budget. 

The new fees, which go into 
effect on July 1, are $67 per 
quarter for refuse and recycling 
and $33 per year for recycling 
only. The resolution will be 
presented for second reading and 
adoption at council’s next regular 
meeting. 

It was not necessary to sus- 
pend the rules to adopt the reso- 


lution before June 30, as refuse 
and recycling bills will not be 
prepared before council’s next 
meeting. 

Inspection Fees 

The newly adopted FY12 bud- 
get increases fees for apartment 
and commercial office licenses in 
order to cover actual costs to the 
city of its inspection programs. 
City Code requires these fees 
to be established by a resolu- 
tion, and such a resolution was 
presented for first reading on 
June 20. The mayor’s initial 
request for a councilmember 
to introduce the resolution was 
met with silence, but Council- 
member Edward Putens finally 
stepped forward to accomplish 
the unpopular deed. The rules 
were then suspended and the 
resolution read a second time 
and adopted by a 6-1 vote, with 
Roberts dissenting. 

Roberts said he did not want 
to burden small business own- 
ers with additional fees in this 
economic climate. Mayor Judith 
Davis reminded him that the in- 
creases were necessary to cover 
the city’s costs. 

Tennis Courts 

Also introduced for first read- 
ing was a resolution to negoti- 
ate the purchase of resurfacing 
services for Braden Field tennis 
courts from Tennis Courts, Inc. 
(TCI) of Aylett, Va., at a cost 
of $117,868. Besides resurfac- 
ing, the firm will install a timber 
border at the edge of the courts 
to deflect water runoff, install 


underground drainage and anchor 
the net post sleeves. TCI also 
has been contracted to install new 
lights. 

Generator 

The county will install a new 
generator fueled by natural gas 
at the Greenbelt Fire Station to 
power those parts of the station 
currently on generator, which 
does not include the rental hall/ 
community room or the kitchen 
area. Installation of a 50-kilowatt 
generator similar to the current 
generator will be purchased by 
the county for $48,400. County 
staff advises that an 80-kilowatt 
generator would power the whole 
building and cost an additional 
$14,700 which the city would 
have to fund. 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin has discussed with 
fire department leadership use 
of the community room as an 
emergency warming or cooling 
center. Round-the-clock staffing 
by emergency personnel, pres- 
ence of a kitchen, its large size 
and assistance in emergencies by 
the Ladies Auxiliary make the 
community room desirable as a 
warming/cooling center. 

McLaughlin recommended 
council authorize him to work 
with the county fire department 
to have the larger generator in- 
stalled, with the city’s contribu- 
tion coming from the Building 
Capital Reserve Fund. Council 
agreed to have McLaughlin fol- 
low up on obtaining the larger 
generator.

A Review 


A Play about a Play at GAC 
Funny “Young Turg” Is a Hit 


by Jim Link 


“Young Turg” is a wickedly 
funny, beautifully acted dissec- 
tion of the hypocrisy and venality 
practiced to succeed in contem- 
porary American theater. The 
“ture” of the title is shorthand for 
“dramaturg(e),” a theater com- 
pany employee who vets plays, 
tweaks scripts and manipulates 
authors. Though as a rule sin- 
gularly uncreative, such a person 
wields enormous influence. 

In the play author John Moro- 
giello’s scalpel exposes a world 
of intense ambition, backstab- 
bing and artistic integrity both 
genuine and prostituted; his little 
inferno is very intelligent “theater 
about theater” fueled by punchy 
dialogue and nuanced character- 
ization. 

It deserves a much larger au- 
dience than the lucky few who 
attended its opening night at the 
Greenbelt Arts Center on June 
17. 

In the Arts Center performance 
Eric Henry plays Jim Foley, the 
play’s veteran turg, with deli- 
cious, smirky cynicism. The 
jaded Foley habitually rejects 
quality material in favor of profit- 
able dreck, while drinking on the 
job, smoking constantly, popping 
meds and refusing to answer the 
phone. 

This charming behavior pre- 
dictably shocks the idealistic new 
young turg, Heidi Bishop. Caity 
Brown’s portrayal of the wide- 
eyed, earnest ingenue, who zeal- 
ously lobbies for radical change 
and lofty artistic standards, is 


spot on. And her costume chang- 
es almost equal Anne Hathaway’s 
on Oscar night. 

The duelling turgs fight for the 
soul of the reigning (profitable) 
playwright Tina Fike, played with 
regal, metallic sophistication by 
Sandra Cox True. The cast’s 
quartet is completed by John Bra- 
schi, the sympathetic, self-made 
theater manager who displays 
some unexpected traits before the 
play’s end. Ryan Willis is excel- 
lent as this complicated character. 

Producer and director Betsy 
Marks Delaney has coaxed won- 
derful performances from her 
talented thespians; their chemis- 
try and vitriol are a pleasure to 
watch. As General Manager of 
the Greenbelt Arts Center, Del- 
aney was able to collect from her 
own office the props, boxes and 
paperwork that make the stage 
office such a mess. 

Two quotes can show Mo- 
rogiello’s sense of humor and 
his sharp insight. When Heidi 
informs Jim that a playwright 
named John Morogiello has sub- 
mitted a new play for consid- 
eration, Jim winces: “Oh God, 
throw it away!” 

And when Tina lectures Heidi 
on the sacrosanct nature of being 
a playwright, she says, “It’s a 
vocation, a calling, like being a 
priest but with a lot more sex.” 

This gem will be performed 
at the Greenbelt Arts Center at 8 
p.m. on June 24, June 25, July 1 
and July 2; at 2 p.m. on Sundays, 
June 26 and July 3.

feet. The planned development 
was frequently described as “$1 
billion dollar shopping and office 
complex” and outlets such as 
Nordstrom’s were described as 
the type of retail expected. As 
reported in the March 31 News 
Review and confirmed by ad- 
ditional documents submitted in 
the Greenbelt Ventures/WMATA 
lawsuit, WMATA has entered 
into a revised Joint Develop- 
ment Agreement with Metroland. 
As described in an affidavit by 
Garth Beall, manager of A.H. 
Smith Greenbelt Management, 
LLC, which in turn is the man- 
ager of Metroland Developers, 
the revised agreement extends 
the term of the original agree- 
ment (which was to expire in 
March 2011) to allow Metroland 
to compete for a major federal 
office tenant for the proposed 
Greenbelt project. The Informa-

tion Summary prepared for the 
WMATA Board of Directors in 
anticipation of board approval of 
the revised agreement describes 
the hoped-for federal tenant as 
occupying most of the site with 
possible ancillary mixed-use de- 
velopment. While lawsuit filings 
describe earlier secret negotia- 
tions by Metroland for construc- 
tion of a new headquarters for 
the FBI, there is no indication 
which federal agency might be 
the tenant envisioned by the re- 
vised agreement. 

Sic transit gloria Nordstom’s! 
In an era of reduced federal ex- 
penditures, major moves of large 
federal agencies may be limited. 
Greenbelt residents may find that 
the highest and best use of the 
land surrounding the Greenbelt 
Metro station could remain un- 
disturbed wetlands and forest for 
sometime.

City Police Issue Rules 


For Fireworks at Lake 

The Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment wishes everyone a happy 
and safe Fourth of July. To 
enhance holiday safety, the fol- 
lowing are guidelines for the 
celebration at Buddy Attick Park 
(Greenbelt Lake). A tent with 
Police Department employees will 
be located in the grassy area by 
the main parking lot to provide 
first aid and to help with lost and 
missing children. 

No Alcohol/Fireworks 

Do not bring alcoholic bev- 
erages to the park. Alcohol is 
strictly prohibited in this and 
all city-owned parks. Viola- 
tors will be subject to arrest. 
Remember that all pets must be 
on a leash. 

Fireworks are deadly, dan- 
gerous and illegal. All forms, 
including firecrackers, snakes, 
sparklers and bottle rockets are 
prohibited by law in Greenbelt 
and in all of Prince George’s 
County. Those found to be in 
possession of fireworks will be 
subject to arrest. Penalties in- 
clude a fine up to $1,000 and/or 
six months in jail. 

For safety and security reasons 
people carrying coolers and pack- 
ages into the park may be asked 
to have the contents of those 
packages inspected. 

Parking Lot 

The parking lot is reserved 
primarily for handicapped and 
elderly individuals. Vehicles 
must have handicapped or el- 
derly individuals onboard in 
order to use this lot. Handi- 
capped tags and/or placards 
will not necessarily be required 
nor will they guarantee a park- 
ing space. 

Temporary “No Parking” signs 
will be posted on the streets 
surrounding the park. Vehicles 
parked in these areas will be 
towed. 

Traffic Regulations 

The official fireworks will 
begin at dusk (approximately 
9 p.m.) and last 20 to 30 min- 
utes. At the end traffic will be 
redirected outbound on Crescent 
Road toward Kenilworth Av- 
enue. Inbound traffic entering 
Old Greenbelt from Kenilworth 
Avenue will not be allowed onto 
Crescent Road until most of the 
cars have left the area. 

Motorists exiting the Beltway 
will not be allowed to proceed 
north on Kenilworth Avenue. 
[-495 traffic will be directed 
onto southbound Kenilworth 
Avenue. Motorists who need 
to go to the Old Greenbelt area 
can then turn left onto Green- 
belt Road and make another left 
onto either Lakecrest Drive or 
Southway. 

If the fireworks begin on time 
and no problems develop, these 
temporary changes in traffic pat- 
terns should not last any longer 
than 20 to 30 minutes from the 
end of the fireworks. 

Calls for Information 

The most commonly asked 
question by those who call the 
police dispatcher on the Fourth 
of July is “What time are the 
fireworks?” Everyone is asked 
to remember that police telephone 
lines must be kept open for those 
with emergencies or other police- 
related concerns.

GHI’s new Board of Directors, 
installed in May, will devote 
substantial time this year 
to three key issues. “The 
smooth transition to a new 
General Manager (GM), 
the state’s change in how 
property taxes are assessed 
for GHI homes, and the pilot 
program for energy efficiency 
will all require board focus 
in the coming months”, says 
President Tokey Boswell. 


Gretchen Overdurff will retire 
in December after nearly 17 
years of service, as GM. The 
board-appointed transition 


task force has sent out 
Requests for Proposals (RFPs) 
to five firms experienced 
in managing leadership 
transitions. The board will 
review the RFP responses next 
month. 


On the tax issue, informational 
meetings are underway with 
members who may be facing 
significant hikes in their state 
property taxes with the new 
individual assessment of 
homes. Volunteers and staff 
are examining the state’s 
assessment data to identify 
errors and discrepancies. In 


September GHI’s tax attorney 
will address a membership 
meeting, to outline the 
process, answer questions 
and explain how to file an 
appeal. “Members need to 
know how this tax change 
will affect them personally,” 
Boswell said, adding that any 
questions should be directed 
to staff, board members or the 
finance committee. 


The energy-efficiency pilot 
program is underway, with 
the Buildings Committee 
and the Finance Committee 
discussing the details of the 
testing of pilot homes. Boswell 
says the program is critical 


to the long-term physical 
survival of GHI member 
homes. “This program will 


help us figure out what we 
should do to make the homes 
viable 30 years from now,” he 
said. “I encourage members to 
pay attention to our outreach 
materials, attend committee 
and board meetings, and bring 
their concerns and questions 
to the board.” 


Boswell urged members to 
participate in the cooperative. 
“GHI can’t do everything with 
the same small group of active 
members,” he said. “If you have 
issues you're passionate about, 
step up and help us out.”

When told about the experi- 
ence of Comis and his wife, 
LaFromboise replied “the store 
followed all proper procedures 
which included numerous an- 
nouncements.” He noted that 


store leaders swept all areas of 
the store to ensure customers 
had been evacuated safely. Marc 
Kapistan, general counsel for 
Beltway Plaza, and Mall Secu- 
rity Chief Michael D. Ross had 
no comment other than to refer 
inquiries to the Greenbelt police 
and Target Corporation. 

Investigation of the bomb 
threat is suspended, according to 
Kemp, pending the availability of 
new information.

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FY 12 Budget Approved 
By County Board of Ed 


The Prince George’s County 
Board of Education has approved 
a Fiscal Year 2012 budget of 
$1,614,358,600. While the rec- 
onciled budget is $10 million 
beyond the requested budget of 
$1,604,338,445, it still falls $73.8 
million short of the original pur- 
posed budget for FY12. 

“This was a very difficult 
year,” said Verjeana M. Jacobs, 
Esq., Board of Education chair. 
“Providing a quality education for 
students remains our top priority 
and we commend our staff for 
working diligently throughout the 
budget development process to 
identify additional cost savings, 
revenue sources and ways to 
streamline services.” 

Revenue funds for the FY12 
budget include $874 million from 
the state, $618 million from the 
county, $111 million from the 
federal government and nearly 
$12 million from the Board of 
Education. Less than 200 teach- 
ers and 300 non-teaching staff 
members will face layoffs this 
year. 

“As a result of the school 
district’s retirement incentive 
program and administrative cuts, 
the number of classroom teach- 
ers impacted has been signifi- 
cantly reduced,” said Dr. William 
R. Hite, Jr., superintendent of 
schools. “While we faced very 
difficult decisions as a result of 
our budget shortfall, we were 
able to preserve — to the greatest 
extent possible — our academic 
programs.” 

To further help the school 
district close the funding gap, the 
Prince George’s County Council 
provided the school system with 
$4.5 million to add six additional 
Head Start sites and help restore 
funding for specialty program 
transportation, the Reading Re- 
covery program, the Schmidt 
Outdoor Education program and 
the staffing at the Howard B. 
Owens Science Center. 

The reconciled FY12 budget 
includes reallocation of funds 
to accommodate the state retire- 
ment and pension system’s new 
administrative fee (estimated cost 
of $2.2 million) and costs for 
sharing non-public residential 
placement of students (reserving 
$1 million).

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Reduced Lunch Cost Eligibility Now Set 


The Maryland State Depart- 
ment of Education (MSDE) has 
announced revised Income Eli- 
gibility Guidelines for free and 
reduced-price school meals for 
the upcoming 2011-12 school 
year. The criteria, set by the 
federal government and ad- 
opted by MSDE, are used to 
determine whether children are 
eligible for free or reduced-price 
meals. 

The formula is based on the 
Consumer Price Index and 2011 
federal income poverty guide- 
lines at 130 percent (free) and 
185 percent (reduced price), 
determined by household size 
and income — so that a child in 
a family of four with an income 


below $29,055 is eligible for 
free meals and for reduced-price 
meals with an income up to 
$41,348. 

Meal Benefit Applications 
will be sent home from school 
at the beginning of the school 
year. Children enrolled in Head 
Start, certified as homeless or 
migrant, foster children and chil- 
dren living in households receiv- 
ing Food Supplement Program 
benefits (formerly food stamps) 
or temporary cash assistance are 
eligible for free meals and do 
not need to fill out an applica- 
tion. Applications throughout 
the school year are encouraged 
if there are changes in house- 
hold size or income reduction.

Both peace and a strong 
dose of Eros reigned at the 
New Deal Café’s open mi- 
crophone reading on June 14, 
though the poetry and prose 
to be read had supposedly fo- 
cused on peace. The slightly 
false advertising was not the 
fault, however, of the Peace 
and Justice Coalition or the 
Café, sponsors of the event. 
Almost 20 poets seized both 
the day and the mic, celebrat- 
ing their pacifist impulses and 
much else as well. 

Ever capable mistress of 
ceremonies Amethyst Dw- 
yer got the peace train (or 
love train?) rolling by read- 
ing Rob Brezny’s “I Have a 
Dream,” in which he yearns 
for “tenderly orgiastic mara- 
thons running unabated.” Le- 
nore Algaze then read the 
Prayer of St. Francis of As- 
sisi: ““Where there is war, let 
me sow peace.” 

Barbara Rondeau followed, 
reading “Conscientious Objec- 
tor’ by Edna St. Vincent Mil- 
lay; Marj Donn read from her 
novel “2016;” and John Cook 


read “Terrorwocky,” his own 
clever parody of Lewis Car- 
roll’s “Jabberwocky.” 

After these works were 
heard, Anne King read a 
peace poem she had learned 
as a Girl Scout just a few 
short years ago. Others read 
selections by Ralph Waldo 
Emerson, Carl Sandburg, Ed- 
gar Guest and Kalil Gibran. 

The prolific and very witty 
Rocky Jones then read his “IT 
Hate Shopping for Pants” to 
raucous applause. He claimed 
in another poem that history 
can be treacherous, radical, re- 
visionist, alternative, yakking 
but true history, he said, “lies 
calmly under the unbothered 
tongue of God.” 

The celebrants emphasized 
the virtues of “ecstatic grati- 
tude,” “autonomous nurtur- 
ing,” “relentless unpreten- 
tiousness” and perhaps a non- 
virtue that most characterized 
the evening — “rowdy bliss.”

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WSSC Is SmokKe- are _ Sewer Defects 


From June through September, 
the Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission (WSSC) will be us- 
ing a consulting contractor for 
comprehensive smoke-testing of 
WSSC sewer systems in the area. 
The pro-active smoke detection 
procedure is to highlight poten- 
tial sewer problems, avoid costly 
major sewer repairs when failures 
occur, as well as protect public 
health and the environment. 

The procedure will locate and 
identify defects such as sewer line 
cracks and storm sewer cross con- 
nections. In addition to Greenbelt, 
smoke-testing will be done in 
Berwyn Heights, College Park, 
Riverdale and Hyattsville. Door 
hangers will be placed at residenc- 
es and businesses 24 to 48 hours 
before the testing, with specific 
information and contact telephone 
numbers. 

Smoke-testing involves us- 
ing a blower to pump non-toxic 
smoke into opened manholes, so 
that white or gray smoke rising 
through the ground can be easily 
seen by field crews doing the test- 
ing, who then log and map each 
smoke escape for further analysis. 

Field crews will not need to 
enter any homes or businesses, 
though entering the grounds where 
smoke is seen will be needed to 
log and investigate the source. 
There is no need for someone to 
be at home during the test — the 
only action required is to pour 
about a gallon of water down any 
unused drains to prevent smoke 
rising through those drains. 

The smoke is non-toxic, leaves 
no residue and creates no fire 
hazard, though it has a slight odor 
similar to burning paper. As with 
all smoke, those with respiratory 
conditions such as asthma, bron- 
chitis or emphysema should be 
careful of exposure.

smoke enters a house during this 
test, it is likely that sewer gases 
are also entering due to a plumb- 
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ing defect and recommends con- 
tacting a plumber if such plumb- 
ing issues are detected.

Channel 4’s Kammerer Brings Weather Show to GHI Yards

When NBC Channel 4’s sat- 
ellite truck parked on Eastway 
around 4 p.m. last Friday, the 
weather looked promising — a 
sunny welcome for chief me- 
terologist Doug Kammerer and 
his traveling “Backyard BBQ” 
broadcast.

Kammerer had to scratch the first 
onsite weather segments but soon 
the sky had cleared, the backyards 
glistened, the buffet was back in 
place and so was the audience as 
they smiled and chatted on lawn 
chairs. 

“We’re flexible,” Mitchell said 
with a laugh. 

Kammerer, a friendly guy who 
gets things done, explained the 
broadcast process to the group. 
Mitchell would go on camera and 
cameraman Hugh would move 
from Mitchell’s yard to those of 
Bill and Dianne Wilkerson and 
Elizabeth Balcer-Kubiczek, with 
panning shots of the crowd in 
various locations. 

“This 1s a first,” said Kam- 
merer, looking at the jewel-like 
yards and the tidy row of creamy 
brick townhomes. His show has 


never featured multiple yards

since he launched his backyard 
weather series in Philadelphia 
seven years ago. But it was 
precisely the unique qualities of 
GHI that motivated Mitchell to 
respond to Kammerer’s open in- 
vitation for backyard broadcasts. 
He confessed that he didn’t know 
Greenbelt’s history — and listened 
as everyone rushed to fill him in 
on the Roosevelt connection and 
the ideals of this New Deal town. 

“That’s what it’s about here — 
the place and the community. It’s 
not about the individual. I wanted 
to show viewers that Greenbelt is 
such a find,” Mitchell said. To 
qualify for the show, she was 
required to send digital photos 
of the yards and a biography. 
Instead of an individual bio, she 
profiled GHI and the Greenbelt 
community, noting the co-op’s 
commitment to energy efficiency, 
walkability and vibrant neighbor- 
hoods. 

During the breaks between the 
live weather spots — most less 
than a minute long — Kammerer 
showed the group his high-tech 
tools. He uses a weather iPad 
to connect to the station for two 
hours for his backyard broadcasts 
via Skype, the video calling soft- 
ware. Young Aaron Solomon of 
Greenbelt expressed great interest 
in the technology, including the 
video equipment Hugh was us- 
ing to film the broadcast. Kam- 
merer also constantly thumbed

his smartphone with its National 
Weather Service app showing 
severe storms brewing south of 
Greenbelt. 

Although he only did two 
weather segments during the 5 
p.m. hour because of the shower, 
he broadcast five segments during 
the 6 p.m. hour and most seg- 
ments showed the backyards and 
festive group. He interviewed 
Mitchell about GHI and Greenbelt 
and then commented on the air 
about how everyone present “just 
really loves living here.” 

“This is a great advertisement 
for this community, which I feel is 
under-appreciated in the region. It 
shows people how much we have 
to offer,” said Balcer-Kubiczek. 


Gretchen Overdurff, general 
manager of GHI, added that the 
broadcast “shows all the best-kept 
secrets about the co-op. It’s a 
great way to end the work week.” 

Neighbor Nancy Solomon en- 
joyed being part of the crowd. 
“T’m just here as a prop,” she 
joked. 

Ryan as Role Model 

Kammerer and his crew — 
which included, along with Hugh, 
a college intern who handed Kam- 
merer the iPad at opportune mo- 
ments — arrived at around 4 p.m. 
and stayed until 7:15 p.m. So 
there was plenty of down time 
for conversation with Kammerer. 
This reporter told him that she 
had been a fan of Bob Ryan and 


it was difficult to see him go but 
that Kammerer appeared to be 
hitting his stride. He replied that 
Ryan had been a role model for 
him for years and had served as 
his mentor. 

“T have learned so much from 
Bob Ryan. It began in 10th grade, 
when I interviewed him for a math 
project,” said Kammerer. “He 
gave me my first weather maps 
with the highs and lows and the 
scientific detail and put me up in 
front of the ‘chroma key,’” he said, 
referring to televised weather maps. 
The relationship continued when 
Kammerer entered the profession. 

But his passion for climatic 
drama began in childhood, when 
a lightning strike in his family’s 
Herndon backyard shook their 
house and jolted the 10-year old 
onto his eventual career path. 
Noting that his mom also “loves 
weather,” he started watching 
the weather station every day at 
his middle school and found that 
his interest in science and math 
helped him along the way. 

By the time he graduated from 
high school, “everybody knew me 
as ‘The Weatherman,’”’ he said. 

Good Publicity 

Host Alice Mitchell thought the 
June 17 broadcast went well. 

“This event gave us a wonder- 
ful opportunity to showcase GHI, 
which is one of the best-kept 
secrets in the DC area,” she said. 

Dianne Wilkerson, a co-host, 
added, “I hope the people who 
saw the broadcast thought that it 
looked like a great community.” 
She noted that the party continued 
for several hours after the NBC 
crew left, “until it started thunder- 
ing and we decided to clean up 
and go home.” 

It never hurts to keep your 
eyes on the weather.
